IS UTTERANCE FROM IHE PULPIT 


Dr. J. P. Greene, President of W il­ 
liam Jewell College, Liberty, 
Mo., Preached in St. Louis 
Sunday Morning. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 14.—“Of the 


1,900 Baptist churches in the state of 


Missouri, 1,000 are not worth a darn.” 


This free utterance in the pulpit 
of the Third Baptist church before a 


large congregation yesterday morn­ 
ing might have aror 
d a protest, 
had it. not been that 
.e speaker was 
the veteran leader 
Missouri’s Bap­ 
tist theology, Rev 
Dr. J. P. Greene, 
of Liberty, Mo., president of William 
Jewell college. 
Dr. Greene explained his ancon veil 
tional characterization of 
half 
the 
Missouri Baptist churches by the as- 
sertion which was the main theme of 
his sermon, that the Christian must 
he alive and stirring. 
“These churches that I speak of 
believe iii close communion and bap­ 
tism, and they think they are ortho­ 
dox," he said. “ I don’t think a church 
is orthodox unless it is doing some­ 
thing for Jesus Christ. 
The devil be- 
lieves in God. 
I would like to be 
a little ahead of the devil, wouldn’t 
you? 
I don’t want to be a Baptist 
on the dead level with the devil. 
“Some 
people 
don’t 
like 
little 
churches. 
I do. 
I like any kind of 
a church that is alive, just as I like 
any kind of a human being. 
I like 
the little churches, and the big ones. 
hut I want every church to 
be 
a 
force in the community. 
I don’t want 
them to die. 
I want them all to live 
and be doing something. 
I want the 
church members iii every community 
to know all the people in the com­ 
munity. 
“ I want them to help the children 
to help the widows and the poor, and 
to help the civil life of that com­ 
munity. 
I want, them to have a hand 
in the sports of the boys end the 
pleasures of the girls, in all good 
things.”

Necklace Smuggled Into U. S. Brings 
$2,160 at Auction.

diamond 
necklace which 
belonged 
to 
Jack 
Johnson’s to nil A” white Wife, Ltta 
Duryea, who killed herself, was sold 
Satin day for $2,1 Go at public auction 
in the office of the United States 
marshal. 
The necklace was bought 
by a jewelry dealer. 
As appraised by government offi­ 
cials, the necklace is valued at $■*,- 
040, although Johnson bought it in 
London for $1,9"»0 at the time of thit' 
coronation of King George V. 
Johnson’s wife wore the necklace 
soon after their return to the United I 
States. 
Its dazzling brilliance e x i t ­ 
ed comment, and custom officials in 
C hicago investigated. 
Johnson was 
unable to show proper entry on the 
jewels and the necklace was seized. 
The fighter claimed that his wife had 
smuggled the necklace into this coun­ 
try without his knowledge. 
The duty on the circlet would have 
been about $1,900. 
It is composed 
of fifty-five white diamonds Hinging 
in weight from on** and seven-eights 
carats to one-fourth carat.

If Plant Is Cut in Season It Is Relished 
by Young Mules and Horses— 
Likes Any Soil. 


A weed has been defined as a plant 
out of place. 
In a country where 
sweet clover glows so abundantly it 
should be made use of for some pur­ 
pose rather than to make the road­ 
side, the fence rows and ditch banks 
so unsightly. If cut in a season it can 
be made into hay which is far better 
than a snow bank for all kinds of 
stock, and for 
young 
horses 
and 
mules it is relished. Sheep and cattle 
will eat hay made from it and rather 
enjoy the variety in the ration which 
it supplies. 
Sweet clover is a very cospomopitan 
plant, adapting itself to all kinds of 
soil and conditions. 
It is a great ni­ 
trogen gatherer, growing
